He thought if 
we got him after letting him go seven 
or eight years and then went back to 
Patterson, N. J., and wrote letters to 
Judge Gabbert, Judge Goddard, Pea- 
body, Bell and the others, telling them 
they would get the same thing as 
Steunenberg, it would show them they 
were not forgotten and would have a 
good effect. 

‘Moyer said it would be better than 
killing them; that it would be a living 
detah for they would be confronted by 
the thought always of somebody waiting 
for them. 


Had Been After Steunenberg. 

“Haywood said he had sent several 
men to Caldwell to do the Steunenberg 
job. Among them were Minister, Art 
Bascom, McCarthy and Steve Adams. 
Minister was a miner—a member of the 
union. I didn't know McCarthy. Pet- 
tibone and Haywood told me Steve Ad- 
ams and Jack Simpkins were in Idaho 
to get rid of some claim jumpers. They 
were then going after Steunenberg. 

“T went to California after this con- 
versation. When I got back I talked 
with Adams, Haywood and Pettibone. 
Adams said the money Haywood and 
Pettibone had sent hi mto Idaho had 
miscarried and he never got it.

Attorney Richardson ebjected to all 
the testimony as to what Adams had 
sald.

Six Destroyers of Second Flotilla 


in 240-Mile Contest. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, June 6.—The six torpedo 
boat destrovers, comprising the second 
torpedo flotilla of the Atlantic fleet, 
which have been ancnored in the. Hud- 
son River tor some days, are under or- 
ders to race today to Cape Henry. The 
starting point will be just off the Scot- 
land lightship. 

The weather is clear and should be 
otherwise favorable. If so. the officers 
of the flotilla believe the boats will be 
able to make the 240 miles from Sandy 
Hook to a designated point off Cape 
Henry in about nine hours. 

This would be unprecedented in the 
history of torpedo boat navigation in 
our navy.

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OUR MUNICIPAL EXPERIMENT. 

A bit of interesting information on the cost of 
carrying passengers on street railways is brought 
to light by the report of Water Commissioner Ad- 
kins, who operates an electric railway between 
Baden and Chain of Rocks. The road is approxi- 
mately four and one-fourth miles in length. It 
is used chiefly to carry city employes to and 
from the waterworks at Chain of Rocks. 

Mr. Adkins reports that the average cost per 
passenger for carrying 301,879 passengers was 3.3 
cents. The entire cost of operating the passenger 
division was 9v898. The road is not in any sense 

a public street railway, because it is used solely to 
carry passengers between the. Municipal Water- 
works at Chain of Rocks and Baden, where it con- 
nects with the United Railways line. It is a sort 
of municipal luxury, yet it pays the city, the cost 
of carrying the passengers being less than the 
eity would have to pay a public street railway 
company for the same service. 

The eost of carrying passengers on this special 
municipal line only foc and one-fourth miles 
in length, throws light on the street railway busi- 
ness. It suggests the profit in the operation of a 
public line, where the cars are well loaded during 
the day and are packed during the early morning 
and late afternoon hours.

EXISTING CONTRACTS FOR PASS- 
ns. U. & C. C. W. D. Ky. The effect 
of the provision of the interstate com- 
merce act of 1906 prohibiting the issu- 
ance of free transportation is considered 
by the United States Circuit Court for 
West District of Kentucky, in the recent 
ease of Mottley vs. Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railway Co., 150 Federal Reporter, 
406, with reference to a prior contract 
for free transportation for life, made by 
a carrier in consideration of a release 
ot damages for injuries. The contract, 
the court considered to be based on @ 
va'uable consideration. Applying gener- 
al rules of construction to the provision 
of the statute, the court held that the 
provision did not invalidate the contract, 
nor did it authorize the carrier to refuse 
interstate passes. : 

CENSUS RETURNS AS EVIDENCE. 
In the absence of official records of 
births, it is often difficult to legally 
prove the ages of persons. In Priddy 
vs. Boice, 99 Southwestern Reporter, 
1055, the Missouri Supreme Court gives 
its sanction to the use of properly cerul- 
fied copies of the United States census 
to prove the age of a person. These rec- 
ords are by law, required to contain not 
only the sex, color, occupation, etc., of 
each inhabitant, but also the age. They 
are therefore available to prove the age 
of an inhabitant. As bearing directly 
on the point, the court cites Flera vs. 
Anderson, 75 Federal Reporter, 231, and 
as supperting its position by analogy, 
it further cites Evanston vs. Gunn. 9 
Otto, 666; People vs. Williams, 64 Call- 
fornia,.91; Levels vs. Railroad, 196 Mis- 
souril, 822, 94 Southwestern Reporter, 278, 
and numerous other cases. 

LANDLORD AND TENANT. Marder

RATS, 


HE efforts of the present adminis- 
+r tration at Washington to find out 
Who’s Who in the animal world 
may lead to an organized campaign 
that will be extremely rough on rats. 
Says the Washington Post. A thrill of 
horror has been felt by the country at 
large at the exposure made by the 
United States Biological Survey in its 
official bulletin of the appalling deprav- 
ity of what the experts call “our most 
destructive redent.’”” Mankind has car- 
ried on for ages a kind of running war- 
fare with rats, but it remained for the 
Biological Bureau at Washington to 
®pen the eyes of a careless werld to 
what may well be called the brown 
peril. 

It is to Mr. D. E. Lantz of the Bie- 
logical Survey that a startled genera- 
tion owes the warning that may make 
us, If no defense of the little brown ro- 
dents is brought ferward, a nation of 
rat catchers. Mr. Lantz has discovered 
that rats destrey eggs, poultry, pigeons, 
game birds, song birds, rabbits, pigs, 
lambs, elephants and young children. 
In France rats and mice de abeut $40,- 
000,000 worth of damage every year. In 
this ceuntry they eat up millions of dol- 
lars in farm produce annually. Last 
year, in a New England State a some- 
what undersized domestic rat frightened 
an aged spinster into hysterics. 





While the awful revelations made by 
our Biological Survey regarding the 
rate menace to civilization wil! cause «2 
goed deal of public consternation, it is 
a pleasure to realize that the United 
States Government recognizes its im- 
perative duty in the premises. If gov- 
ernment ef the people, by the people and 
for the people, cannet co-exist with a 
Superabundance of rats, the rats mus} 
be exterminated. Realizing this great 
truth, the Biological Survey has risen 
te a full appreciation of its duty to this 
rat-beset Republic. The announcement 
has been made officially that the rat- 
catching experts of the survey have 
evolved a method whereby the brown 
peril that confronts our civilization may 
be met and vanquished. The details re- 
garding the new weapon te. be used 
against rats have not yet been made 
public.

NOT TO FORGET 


Asks World and Post-Dispatch 
to Intercede for Japs 
at Frisco. 








“FOR SAKE OF JUSTICE” 





Says Washington’s Farewell 
Address Should Not Be 
Forgotten. 





Count Okuma, leader of the Pro- 
gressives, the opposition party in Japan, 
has cabled the following appeal to the 
New York World and the Post-Dispatch: 

TOKIO, June 6—-“To World, New 
York, and Post-Dispatch, St. Louis: 

“I deeply regret that anti-Japanese 
outrages are being repeated in San 
Francisco. We, as a nation, were not 
satisfied with the settlement of the last 
(school) incident, which resulted in un- 
just discrimination against, and the ac- 
tual expulsion of, Japanese immigrants. 

“We patiently hoped that the princi- 
ples laid out in the enlightened message 
of President Roosevelt last December 
would prevail and that every unjust 
discrimination against the Japanese 
would be stopped. Repetition of injus- 
tice against the Japanese will seriously 
hurt our warm feeling toward Ameri- 
ca and our traditional friendship will 
be weakened thereby. 


Asks for Fair Treatment. 
“Fair and just treatment is essential 


to maintain friendship. Repeated out- 
rageous acts will not only damage 
American interests but also discredit 
American civilization. 

“For the sake of justice and humani- 
ty, I sincerely appeal to the American 
public to stop boxer-like outrages and 
unfair discrimination against . Japanese 
and pray that Washington's farewell 
address be not forgotten by the Ameri- 
can people. COUNT OKUMA.” 

Henry George Jr., who interviewed 
Okuma in his residence at Waseda, in 
the East End of Tokio, in December, 
compared the Count to Themas Jeffer- 
son, writing: 

“Like the great American, he is phys- 
ically large, with much of the grace of 
bearing, ease and grace of manner, 
strength and pith of speech, and with 
those delicate touches of frony and hu- 
mor which, we are told, characterized 
the Sage of Monticello.”’ 


Once Minister of Finance. 


Count Okuma has been Minister of 
Finance, Foreign Minister and Premier 
of Japan. He is now head of Waseda 
University, which he founded and large- 
ly endowed. He and the leaders of his 
party tried to force the Tokio Govern- 
ment to reject the terms of peace that 
Russia offered at Portsmouth. He fa- 
vors a vigorous, even aggressive, for- 
eign policy. 

But another note than that which 
sounds in Count Okuma’s message was 
struck by Henry W. Dennison in New 
York the other day on his way to the 
peace congress at The Hague. Mr. Den- 
nison is an American citizen, who, for 
nearly 40 years, has been the expert 
adviser of the Tokio foreign ministry 
on all questions of international law. In 
an interview, published in the World 
Mr. Dennison said Japan does not want 
war with any country; last ef all with 
America. Otherwise he, an American 
citizen, would net be employed in the 
Mikado’s service. 


Invokes Washington's Address. 

Plainly Count Okuma calls attention 
to these famous passages in Washing- 
ton’s farewell address: 

“Observe good faith and justice toward 
all nations; cultivate peace and har- 
mony with all; religion and morality 
enjoin this conduct; and can it be that 
good policy does not also enjoin it? It 
will be worthy of a free, enlightened 
and, at no distant period, a great na- 
tion to give to mankind the magnani- 
mous and too novel example of a peo- 
ple always guided by an exalted justice 
and benevolence.

Mysterious Stableman Bids Each 
Good-By as He Takes

Having made up his mind to kill him- 
self, ‘‘Frenchy” Allegee wakened Frank 
Smith, a friend, at 1 o’clock Thursday 
morning to tell him about it. .

JAPANESE AMBASSADOR T0 
GO TO SAN FRANCISCO SOON 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—Visceunt 
Aoki, the Japanese Ambassador te the 
United States, was shown by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent a copy ef the 

cablegram of Ceunt Okuma. 

He read it with great interest, and 
when asked to make some comment, 
said: 

“Count Okuma is no longer connected 
with the Japanese Government. He is 
now a subject of the Emperor, without 
any official standing. 

“Under no circumstances can I dis- 
cuss the utterances of anyone who has 
no official position, especially at this 
time.” 

Asked if he agreed with the ideas of 
Count Okuma, Viscout Aoka said: 

“Il must be pardoned if I decline to 
comment on this subject. I cannot en- 
tertain any such proposition for a mo- 
ment. I cannot notice the statement of 
Count Okuma in any way.” 

Viscount Aoki will leave for the Pa- 
cific Coast in a short time to look after 
the Interests of the Japanese in that 
section of the country.
